It  is  the  foundation  of  the  practical  graces  and 
viitues  exhiliiied  in  a  goodly  life.  || 

The  coniniand,to  love  God.  must  he  acknow¬ 
ledged  to  be  leasotiablc.  It  is  what  we  should 
expect  from  a  religion  whose  whole  nature  is  love. 

It  obtains  as  a  matter  of  m  cessary  existence. — , 
It  is  not  at  all  suriitisiiig  that  we  are  called  upon 
to  surrender  tlie  entire  hcaitunto  God,  by  a  doc¬ 
trine  which  is  based  only  upon  the  universality  ' 
and  eternity  of  God’s  love  to  man.  It  could  do 
nothing  else.  This  is  all  it  could  demand,  wliich ' 
would  h.\rinoni/.c  with  its  nature.  This  must 
unavoidably  become  one  of  its  great  teachings. — 
.\nd  this  command,  broad  and  bindiiii'  as  it  is. ' 
docs  not  go  beyond  matrscapabilily  of  obedience. 
It  is  not,  as  many  would  have  ns  believe,  an  un¬ 
just  and  unnatuiul  tax  upon  his  powers  of  com¬ 
pliance.  The  human  heart,  by  its  moral  organi¬ 
zation  and  constitution,  is  capable  of  rendering 
its  supreme  tribute  of  love  unto  its  God.  ilow 
often  have  you  seen  it  swayed,  wholly  end  en- 
tirely,  by  the  influence  of  a  passion,  which  was 
induced  exclusively  by  the  paltriness  and  poverty 
of  earth’s  blessings — poor  and  paltry  indeed,  when 
contrasted  with  those  riclicr  and  holier  joys,  sc- ; 
cured  by  obedience  to  this  great  command  ? — , 
How  uflCD  have  you  seen  it  wasting  itself  away 
by  the  piecemeal,  toiling,  in  the  most  blinded  and 
pervading  infatuation,  for  the  acquisition  of  those 
gilded  and  glittering  baubles  whicli,  at  most,  uf- , 
^rd  but  a  momentary  satislaction  ?  .And  as  ^ 
often,  I  ween,  have  you  s«eii  it  gather  up  its  own 
jewelled  and  priceless  tiea?nrc-s,  and  lay  them,  all  | 
pure  and  holy,  on  the  altar  of  earth-boin  afTeclion,  | 
with  a  devotedness  and  an  idolatry  wliich  mocked 
the  offerings  of  the  most  enthusiastic  worshipper  | 
of  the  prophet’s  Allah  !  You  do  noi  deny  any 
thing  of  this,  lint  yet,  when  we  talk  to  you  of 
turning  the  current  of  the  heart’s  devotion  into 
another  channel,  when  we  point  yon  lo  linn  who 
is  the  “  chiefest  among  len  thousand,  and  the 
One  altogether  lovely”  anrl  to  be  loved,  and  ask 
for  the  yielding  homage  of  your  thoughts  and 
affections,  then  a  solemn  look  of  mystery  and 
wonder  is  spread  over  the  countenance,  and  you 
begin  to  think  of  the  utter  impiaeticabilily  oi  sncli 
a  compliance.  Tliis  inconsistency  will  appear 
the  more  evident,  as  we  proceed  to  sjtcak  uf  the 
inducements  held  out  for  the  eliciting  of  our  af¬ 
fection  for  God. 

Wc  are  required  lo  love  the  divine  Being  on 
account  of  the  unsolicited  freeness  of  liis  love  for 
us.  No  act  or  goodness  of  ours  caused  t!ie  out- 
flowings  of  his  tenderness  to  us-ward.  No  exer¬ 
cise  of  faith  or  filial  trust  wrought  in  the  Oninipo- 
tent  Mind  the  eternal  tie  that  binds  him  to  his 
children.  It  ever  existed.  He  first  loved  us. — 
We  never  enkindled  this  affection.  It  has  ever 
burned,  free  and  uncaused,  in  the  bosom  of  our 
heavenly  Father. 

And  it  is  not,  you  will  remember,  a  principle 
which  reaches  down  to  one  man,  and  not  to  ano¬ 
ther.  No  restriction  is  fastened  ujion  it.  it 
comes  to  you,  but  it  dues  nut  pass  your  neighbor 
“on  llie  other  side  of  the  way.”  It  visits  within 
the  threshhold-of  your  home;  it  also  gladdens 
the  circle  around  his  board  and  hearth-stone.  Its 
sweet  sunshine  fldletli  alike  upon  all.  it  is  im¬ 
partial — unlimited. 

But  Its  perpetuity  is  likewise  included  among 
its  great  attributes.  Were  it  not  for  lliis,  it  might, 
indeed,  claim  our  passing  admiration,  but  not  our 
undoubting  confidence.  We  should  think  of  it,  as 
we  now  think  of  the  sparkliner  dew  and  the  golden 
cloud.  Though  we  might  gaze  at  the  beauty,  we 
should  lament  and  dread  its  evanescence.  We 
should  know  not  when  it  might  die,  and  leave  us  in 


eternal  orphauage.  To-morrow— to  night— this ! 
hour,  it  might  be,  it  would  go  out,  and  from  its  la- 1 
dings  there  would  come  forth  the  blackest  midnight  | 
and  desolation.  Gloom  and  grief  would  be  our  por- 
lion  forever.  But  of  this  we  have  nothing  to  fear. 
Divine  love,  like  its  beautiful  lype  given  to  the 
prodigal  in  the  parable,  has  no  end.  Its  circle 
runs  from  everlasting  to  everlasting.  Eternity  | 
•will  never  see  it  broken.  It  clasps  the  whole  wide 
world  evermore.  No  principality  or  power  can 
annihilate  its  strong  embrace. 

Here,  then,  are  powerinl  mducenienis  for  us  to 
love  God.  But  wc  speak  of  this  filial  allection 
now,  not  only  as  a  matter  of  duty,  but  as  a  matter 
of  consequence,  resulting  from  the  enteilammeiit 
of  liberal  views.  How  can  the  heart  ol  man, 
with  Its  present  make  and  texture,  avoid  tendering 
unto  God  Its  highest  and  most  ardent  homage, 
when 't  is  realized  that  his  love  is  voluntary  and 
unbought — limitless  and  impartial,  and  of  aa  un¬ 
ceasing  duration  ?  What  will  secure  the  supreme 
aft'ections  of  his  heart,  if  it  can  not  be  done  by  the 
realization  of  the  fact,  that  God  has  ever  lavished 
Ins  kindness  upon  its  whole  existence,  and  that 
this  kindness  will  never  fail  or  forget  ?  Wliat 
will  ineli  the  cold  iiidilference  and  impenitency 
within  him,  if  a  sense  of  almighty  and  universal 
goodness  can  not  do  it  ?  Talk  of  parental  negli¬ 
gence,  and  anger,  and  revenge  !  Itell  you,  these 
will  only  petrify  the  obduracy  within  the  child's 
bosom,  and  drive  him  out  and  away  from  his  fu- 
tlier’sdoor.  But  ofler  him  love,  and  he  will  love 
you  again.  Smile  upon  him,  and  his  touched 
heart  will  gush  over  with  the  warmest  gratitude 
and  filial  nffection.
